‘He OPINESE BILL. 

Five speeches were delivered in the 
House of Representatives on the Chi- 
nese bill yesterday. Four by Repub- 
licans, all in favor of its passage, and 
the fifth by a protainent Southern 
Democrat, who oppesed it on every 
imaginable ground, in an eloquent 
speech, which echoed, almost to the 


/ Yetter, all the humanitarian and com- 


mercial ‘arguments that have hitherto 
fallen from thé lips of the delegation 
from Massachusetts. The principal 
argument by which McClure of Ohio, 
and Bayne of Scranton, Penueylvanis, 
justified their advocacy of the bill, is 
the propriety and necessity of afford- 
ing protection to free American labor. 
Each of these gentlemen répresents a 


manufacturing district. Butterworth 


of Ohio, also made an effective argu- 
ment, and neatly illustrated his po- 
sition by declaring himself in favor of 
protecting: American labor from the 
Chinese, whether in San Francisco or 
in Canton, but he went further, and 
with great clearness demonstrated 
that the bill, so far from being con- 
trary to the spirit of our institutions, 
is really based upon their fanda- 
mental principles and dictated by 
considerations of highest philav- 
throphy. Although Butterworth ex- 


pressed his preference for 8 reaction 


of the term of suspension to 15 years, 
and Scranton similarly favored a 10. 
years’ amendment. Neither of them 
gave reason to doubt that he will 
eventually vote for the passage of the 
bill in its present shape, therefore four 
more Republican votes may now be 
safely counted on that were previously 
considered more or less uncertain. 
Colonel Hooker's speech—although he 
somewhat inconsistently intimated 
that he might vote for a 10-years’ sus- 
pension—-was, on the whole, the most 
pronounced pro-Chinese argument that 
has ever been heard in Congress. It 
astonished his fellow members, and 
gave rise to much conjecture as to its 
real motives, until that portion was 
delivered in which he so warmly eulo- 
gized the African. Then it began to 
look as if the eloquent ex-Confederate 
were angling for the support of colored 
voters of his District for re-election to 


the House of Representatives, and, 


beyond that, for the support of the 
colored members of the Mississippi 
Legislature when the time shall arrive 
for Hooker to enter the list as a can- 


didate for election to the United 


States Senate ih place of Senator 
George, whose recent utterances about 
African citizenship bave inspired an 
alarm among the colored people of 


the entire South. This explanation of 


Hooker's speech, although rather cyn- 

ital, found a very general acceptance, 

and very possibly may account for it.

In reply toa question by Cox (New 
York), Page of California stated he 
would call the previous question on 
the Chinese bill to-day at 3 o'clock. 
McClure, who wag the first speaker, 
ridiculed the idea of sentimentalists 
who looked upon this country us a vast 
menagerie or great ethnological ani- 
mal show, in which all races of men 


were mixed and unmixed, pure and 
mongrel, Christian and Pagan, civilized 
and barbarous, warlike and unwar- 
like, monogamous and white and 
yellow lived together in harmony. He 
proposed to discuss the question — not 
from a lofty pipacle of rial senti- 
mentalism, but from an unpoetic stand- 
point of common sense, and the first 
question to be seitied, was whether 
the United States had a right to sus- 
pend Chinese immigration, as contem- 
plated in the pending bill. He argued 
that not only did it Rave the right, 
but that that sight was guaranteed by 
the terms of the treaty. It was claimed 
by the opponents of the measure that, 
should Chinese immigration be sus- 
pended, civilization on the Pacific 
would stand stil, her material growth 
would be arrested; locomotives would 
cease to scream on her plains; grape, 
peach and apricot would wither on 
the stem; the Grizzly bear, descending 
from his mountain home, would prey 
uvon the unprotected flocks and peo- 
ple of the Pacific States; great mass 
meetings would be pouuding at the 
doors of Congress, beaded by an ex- 
member by the name of Page,demand- 
ing in thunder tones a fepeal of this 
ua-American, un- Christian, inhuman 
and diabolical Act, [Laughter]. He 
then contended, in a more serious vein, 
that the passage of the bill wae de- 
manded as a matter of expediency, 
asserting that nothing could be 
gained, but everything lost by a con- 
unustion of immigration of such a 
non-assimilating and conservative 
race asthe Chinese. The Chinaman 
of twenty centuries ago was unques- 
tionably the COhinaman of to-day. 
The Pacific States were liable at any 
moment to numerous, and therefore 
dangerous. eruptions of the Mongoli- 
ans. The Chinamas was iron-clad to 
the genius of our institutions. He 
was the same unadulterated Mongo- 
lian on the banks of the Sacramento 
as at Yohongo; the same Pagan after 


twenty ‘em residence under the 
spirits of San Francisco, sa in the 
shadow of the Joss House at Napkin. 


His national character, his physical 
life, his very vices, enabled bim to 
upderbid and drive out white labor, 
by unequal and injyrious competition. 
The conduct of the people of the Pa- 
cific States has been manly, and their 
patience admirable; but the danger 
was, that should (‘ongress disregard 
the expostulation of these States, the 
heudstrong element, dispairiog of na- 
tional success, giving full vent to 
their passions, might undertake to re- 
dress its own grievances, in its owe 
way. He thought that that was the 
real danger that impended in the fu- 
ture race, Collisions were co-evil 
with race diversities. In conclusion 
he asserted that the Republican party 
was committed to the principle of this 
bill The freedem of labor should 
now turn its back on its old battle 
flag, its old war-ory and its platform 
as à mere clap-trap, and be recreant to 
his high trust. He, as a protectionist, 
as a Republican, stood by the white 
labor of the Pacjfic States, against the 
dishonorable competition of Chinese 
labor, and he could vote for the bill 
with a clear conscience. Applause. 

Bayne (Pennsylvania) argued that 
the bill was not in violation of treaty 
stipulations, and favored its passage as 
& protection to Ap.erican labor. He 
quoted from statistics to show that in 
many fields of labor the Chinese on 
the Pacific coast had obtained almost 
exélisive control, and usserted that 
such astate of facts was a constant 
menace to the peace and happidess of 
the country, and could only tend to 
corruption and decay. It being a just 
and pecessary measute, and consistent 
wth the treaty, he should vote for it, 
aud he believed that the American 
people wouid justify those who took 
that course. 

Scranton (Pa.), while favoring the 
bill, shaped his argument in support 
of reducirg the time of suspension of 
immigration to ten years, 

Butterworth (Ohio) commented on 
the evils flowieg from wUnrestrained 


Chinese immigration, 2 that 
both the Republican and Democratic 
parties in convention assembled, had 
declared ‘against it. James A. Gar- 
field, voicing the best thoughts of his 
time, voicing the humauity of the

Tucson, March 21. 

A Star's special from Tembstone 
says: ‘The Karp party arrived in 
Tombstone at one o'clock v. x. and 
went to the Cosmopolitan Hotel. 
They stayed there until seven o'clock 
this evening, when Sheriff Behan 
went to arrest them. They drew their 
us on him aad, walking aut of town, 
mounted their horses left for the 
Hills. The feeling here in regard to 
the assassination of ‘Stillwell is grow- 
ing more intense hourly, The de- 
ceased was here in response to a sub- 
pena from the Court. It is now 
generally believed that the bandits 
came down from Tombstone for tbe 
purpose of killing Ike Clanton, who 
bas been here for two weeks to-day. 
After the hearing bo fore the coroner's 
jury s warrant was placed in the hands 
of Sheriff Paul for the arrest of the 
Earp party. Holliday, MeMasters aud 
other implicated parties. Learnin 
that they had returned to, and arrive 
at Tombstone, this afternoon Pau! 
telegraphed Sheriff Behan at Tomb 
stone to arrest the parties. To-night 
Sheriff Behan telegrapbed Paul that 
he had tried to make the arrest and 
was forcibly resisted by the party and 
a posse of their friends, and asked for 
assistance; and that the Earp party 
had fled to the hills. Sheriff Paul 
left to-night on a special tor Tumb- 
stone, to make the abrests. There is 
no doubt but that he will take them, 
but blvodshed is expected. 


The Dakota Railrvad Accident. 
Basmanck, Daketa, March 21. 

The latest particulars regarding the 
Sweet Briar rafiroad accident is to the 
effect that nine men were iostantly 
killed and eleven others injured. The 
Gifs caught fire, and two men were 
burned. The accident happened two 
miles cast of Sweet Briar, where the 
road crosses Hart river. Four. bents 
of the bridge gave way. Only the 
work train was wrecked, Jack Simon, 
in charge of the snow. plow, which was 
ahead of the wrecked train, is now en 
route to Mandan, with the killed and 
injured on board.
